Across from the foundry there is a huge par. 


king lot with all types of trucks and cars, Some 
of the men cover their cars with rags to pre- 
vent the accumulation of dirt and fallout, which 
also damages the surrounding homes, 

At the main entrance of the foundry there is 
a wide gate. The men trudge to their jobs car- 
rying their lunch bags, They are wearing big 
heavy shoes with steel plates on them, Some 
of the men have Safety glasses dangling from 
their workcaps. Their clothing varies from 
denims to old slacks, They walk down a long 
narrow road and disappear. 

The area around the foundry is covered 
with gravel and huge machinery. Everything 
looks grim, 

Right next door is the business administra- 
tion building for the foundry. The people that 
go into this part look very business like. The 
men wear suits and carry black, shiny brief- 
cases. As they enter the building you can see 
them entering their various offices. 

The lawn around the building is kept very 
neat and trimmed, The windows are always 
shining brightly. 

When the whistle blows, it signals that the 
shift is over. The foundry men rush out of the 
gates. They meet the next shift coming in. 
Some of the men are running to their cars. The 
need to get away is that urgent. Their faces, 
arms and clothes are black from the dirt and 
grime. Tte smell of the foundry is on them, 
After taking a shower the odor remains, 

Meanwhile the people in the business office 
close up shop. They stroll to their cars, Per- 
haps planning their evening of entertainment to 

themselves, 
Whereas the foundry worker who is so fati- 
gued from his day goes home to rest and tries 
. not to think of tomorrow,

The team, led by Manfred Bie- 
tak, an Egyptologist attached to 
the Austrian embassy here, un-. 
earthed the ruins of a temple and 
a number of tombs, including hu- 
man skeletons, scattered on a

Union demonstrated at Selective 
Service headquarters in Washing- 
ton in support of a Howard Uni- 
versity student who refused in- 
duction. 

MICHAEL N. SEARLES, a 
graduate student in African stud- 
ies at the university, a depart- 


ment developed as a result of. 


recent student strikes, refused in- 
duction because ‘‘the Vietnamese 
war is an effort to preserve 
world-wide white power with the 
use of Black manpower.” : 

Searle charged that he was 
classified 1-A despite his at- 
tempts to be reclassified as a 
conscientious objector. He is also 
married. 

In hearings before draft board 
officials, Searle maintained that 
he would never become a ‘‘mer- 
cenary” for racist America and 
that he would only be ‘concerned 
with the liberation of Black peo- 
ple.”’

"Join Uncle Sam's Army and be prepared!", 
the big neon sign implored.

The Induction Officer winced and wrote some 
thing on the letter in front of him. 

"Well, perhaps you won't get sent to Viet 
Nam. '' he said. 'How would you like to go to 
Germany?" 

"Oh hell yeah, Id like to go to germany!" 
Otis exclaimed. I been reading up on how all 
Nazies treated the Jews., Man, I'm gonna shot 
every German I see--"', 

The officer erased what he had put on the 
letter and wrote something else, glancing at Ot 
Otis and shaking his head. 

"no, Germany just doesn't seem right for 
you, '' he said. ''Now I suppose you'd be a little 
happier doing duty here in the U.S. where you 
can be close to home!" 

"Yeah, I've been meaning to have a word 
with somebody about that, Otis said. "I'd like 
to get stationed in one of them Southern bases 
where I can be next to some of them places 
where they got Ku Klux Klan. I figure that me 
and a bunch of my friends could @o around and

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WHAT SHALL I TELL MY CHILDREN 
WHO ARE BLACK 


What shall I tell my children who are black 

Of what it means to be a captive in this dark skin? 

What shall I tell my dear one, fruit of my womb, 

Of how beautiful they are when everywhere they turn 

They are faced with abhorence of everything that is black. 
The night is black and so is the boogyman. 

Villians are black with black hearts. 

A black cow gives no milk. A black hen lays no eggs. 

Bad news comes bordered in black, mourning clothes black, 
Storm clouds, black, black is evil 

And evil is black and devils food is black .. . 


What shall I tell my dear ones raised in a white world 
A place where white has been made to represent 

All that is good and pure and fine and decent, 

Where clouds are white and dolls, and heaven 

Surely is a white, white place with angels 

Robed in white, and cotton candy and ice cream 

And milk and ruffled Sunday dresses 

And dream houses and long sleek Cadillacs 

And angel’s food is white . . . all, all . . . white. 


What can I say therefore, when my child 

Comes home in tears because a playmate 

Has called him black, big lipped, flatnosed 

And nappy headed? What will he think 

When I dry his tears and whisper, “Yes, that’s true. 

But no less beautiful and dear.” 

How shall I lift up his head, get him to square 

His shoulders, look his adversaries in the eye, 

Confident in the knowledge of his worth, 

Serene under his sable skin and proud of his own beauty? 


What can I do to give him strength 

That he may come through life’s adversities 

As a whole human being unwarped and human in a world 
Of biased laws and inhuman practices, that he might 
Survive. And survive he must! For who knows? 

Perhaps this black child here bears the genius 

To discover the cure for . . . cancer 

Or to chart the course for exploration of the universe. 

So, he must survive for the good of all humanity. 

He must and will survive. 

I have drunk deeply of late from the fountain 

Of my black culture, sat at the knee and learned 

From Mother Africa, discovered the truth of my heritage, 
The truth, so often obscured and omitted. 

And I find I have much to say to my black children. 


I will lift up their heads in proud blackness 

With the story of their fathers and their fathers 

Fathers. And I shall take them into a way back time 
Of Kings and Queens who ruled the Nile, 

And measured the stars and discovered the 

Laws of mathematics. Upon whose backs have been built 
The wealth of two continents. I will tell him ; 
This and more. And his heritage shall be his weapon 
And his armor; will make him strong enough to win 
Any battle he may face. And since this story is 

Often obscured, I must sacrifice to find it 

For my children, even as I sacrificed to feed, 

Clothe and shelter them. So this I will do for them 

If I love them. None will do it for me. 

I must find the truth of ‘heritage for myself 

And pass it on to them. In years to come, I believe 
Because J have armed them with the truth, my children 
And their children’s children will venerate me. 

For it is the truth that will make us free!

WES MONTGOMERY DIES,, .. 


The world of jazz has lost another giant- 
the great guitarist Wes Montgomery, It is 
well-known that Wes was a self-taught music-~ 
ian, Being self-taught contributed to his uni- 
queness, He didn't know that only a very few 
guitarists do not use picks, He realized this 
later, when he ''came out'' on the scene, He 
had stopped using one to get a quieter effect 
because his neighbors had complained of his 
practicing, Wes dug the sound that his thumb 
produced and never went back to the pick, 

Wes never knew that it isn't possible to 
play octaves and block chords on a guitar, so 
he played them and produced some of the most 
amazing solos in the history of the instrument 

Wes became a success but he seldom seem. 
ed to give it much thought, ''I'm in the field 
because I love to play, if I hadn't made it, I 
would still be playing, "' 

Only a few people were aware of Wes from 
the time he turned to music in 1943 until late 
in 1959, Still others have just lately became 
aware of Wes since he came out with such pop 
ular hits as ''Bumpin!' on Sunset" "Going Out 
of My Head", "California Dreaming", "A Day 
in The Life", etc, To these Wes Montgomery 
fans, I give this advice, Go back and check 
out the early Wes Montgomery, 

Although Wes wasn't against teachers for o1 
others, he insisted that teachers couldn't pro- 
vide the creative impulse, "It must come 
from within, Take my case, What I do might 
not be rilght technically, but the music comes 
out all the same, Why? Because I had to 
play and tell my stwry,"' 


The late Wes died of a heart attack in his 
Indianapolis home, leaving his wife and six 
children, His death will be mourned the world 
over, Wes Montgomery was a giant of a man,
